On September 13, 1967, the American Embassy 
at Prague, Czechoslovakia, forwarded the contents of a 
press release from the Prague CTK International Service 
datelined at Bratislava, Czechoslovakia, which stated:

“The standpoint of the DRV as well as the 
political program of the National Liberal Front (NLF) 
of September 1, 1967, which were discussed in detail, 
are evidence of the Vietnamese people's confidence in 
the final victory of their struggle against U. S. 
agression for independence and peace. 


Members of the U. S. group reported on the 
attitude of the various groups in the U. S. to the war 
and discussed development of the antiwar movement presenting 
an analysis of the whole spectrum of political views in the 
United States. 


The U. 5. Group was organized by Dave Dellinger, 
publisher of Liberation Magazine, Tom Hayden of Newark, 
and Nick Egleson, former Chairman of the Students for a 
Democratic Society. All three recently visited the DRV. 


The Bratislava meeting was attended by 41 
Americans from various antiwar movements, the academic 
community, Black Power, and pacifist organizations, 
religious organizations, and the press. 


Nguyen Ming Vy, Director of the fortnightly 
"Thong Nhat'', headed the DRV group. The group included 
12 representatives of special interest and mass organiza- 
tions. The South Vietnamese delegation was headed by Mrs. 
Nguyen Thi Binh, member of the NLF, South Vietnam, Central 
Community, and Deputy Chairman of the Women's Federation 
for the Liberation of South Vietnam. 


The Czechoslovak Peace Committee (CPC) provided 
everything required to make this meeting possible.

On September 18, 1967, the American Embassy 
at Prague, Czechoslovakia, forwarded the names of forty 
participants in the United States - North Vietnam meeting 
held in Bratislava, which the Embassy had received from a 
source abroad. Among those listed as participants was one 
"Malcolm Boyd, clergyman - writer". 


"The Washington Post" issue of July 1, 1965, 
Page B-1, included an article captioned ''Priest to Read 
Plays in the South", which contained the following infor- 
mation: 


A Washington playwright and priest, known on 
college campuses as the "Expresso Priest", would tour 
Freedom Houses in four southern states in the summer of 1965. 


The Reverend Malcolm Boyd, national field director 
of the Episcopal Society for Cultural and Racial Uni ty, who 
also served as chaplain-at-large to university campuses 
throughout the Nation, was going on a tour beginning 
Saturday (July 3, 1965) , sponsored by the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee. Father Boyd intended to read from 
five plays he had written about race relations, including 
the controversial "Boy", which had been performed at the 
National Cathedral. 7 


It should be noted that Malcolm Boyd has written 
a book of prayers published in 1965, which is entitled "Are 
~ You Running With Me Jesus?". This book was dedicated "To

Father Boyd, a veteran of freedom rides, sit-ins and civil rights 
demonstrations, is perhaps best known as a playwright for his shortest 
play, "Boy," the first production in the Cathedral series. 

The play, subtitled "An Experience in the Search for Identity," was 
barred from Michigan State University's television station for its stror 
language. The words "damn" and "nigger" were deemed objectionable. But 
the censorship roused the wrath of campus and press. 

Now the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith offers film prints 
free of "Boy" and two other Boyd plays which formed a prize-winning 
trilogy. Variety, the show-business bible, found "Boy" the highlight of 
an evening of "effective theatre, absorbing, thought-provoking and agin. 
times funny." 

Four denominations are represented, through the Washington branche; 
of unofficial organizations, as sponsors of the play series at the

Actor Cliff Frazier and Actress 
Mary Scnorn, both of New York, Tom Reeves of Washington, and Father Boyd 
round out the small casts. 

There will be two plays performed each night, starting at 8 p.m.; 
this is the schedule, with some notes on each play: 

Sunday and Monday, April 4 ana 5 -- iis Siw e "Boy" and the first

"Soy" as the brief, dramatic encounter at a shoeshine stand of a 
Negro cootblack and a white man (King and Frazier). Variety called it a 
lesson in race relations, saying: "It brings the whole issue down to 
person-to-person relations and how a few kind words, so easy to say and 
mean, could nein bring peace and friendship rather than war and hatred." 

"The Community." Before its cast of three. (Frazier, Reeves and 
Miss Schorn), a casket is borne in. It represents the church which, it is 
understood; has died and is being buried. When the casket is opened, it 
is empty; there could be no body in it for we--all of us--are the church. 
Modern tensions within the church are starkly exposed; a Negro angrily 
cries: "Where was the white Christ when I was crucified by white 
Christians?" The play was produced as a chancel drama at the Anglican 
Cathedral in Montreal. 

Tuesday and Wednesday, April 6 and 7 ~~ Two plays, "The Job" and 
"Study in Color." 

"The Job." Frazier is the one-man ‘cast. Another of the trilogy 
plays, this is a satiric portrait of a Negro balliplayer hired as a celeb- 
rity to promote the "race angle" of a new movie. It is an attack on the 
current exploitation of race as a gimmick to sell books, movies and 


Magazine articles. 
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trilogy plays ran six months in Detroit before going on national tour. 
King, a Negro, wears a white mask while Boyd wears a black mask; they 
cannot communicate. From this takeoff, the play unfolds as what Boyd 
calls "the Theatre of the Absurd.” 

Life magazine named Chaplain Boyd among its "100 Most Important Young 
Men and Women," as members of "the Breakthrough Generation." Mademoiselle 
magazine listed him as a "Disturber of the Peace," one of a group that 

_ included Norman Mailer, Jules Feiffer, Federico Fellini and James Baldwin. 
The New York Times gave him the "espresso priest" label, and Pageant 
‘magazine put the chaplain on its 1964 list of "Americans to Watch." 

Chaplain Boyd entered the ministry after ten years in Hollywood and 
New York as an advertising and public relations man and producer of 
movies and television programs. He is the author of five books and con- 
tributor to many periodicals. 

But he has gained perhaps his greatest fame for his ability to make 
college students take note of religion -- through "espresso nights," 
coffee-nouse bull sessions, and cabaret theatre. 

The Sica id recalls with relish an incident at a 3.2 percent beer 
place at Colorado, where he went one night because youngsters frequented 
it. An Irish policeman entered, cyed him suspiciously, ané fimainy asked 
a student, "What's he doing here?" The student replied, "i think, sir, 
that he's saying good night to his parish.” 

As a playwright Chaplain Boyd confesses to making "a frank attempt 
to disturb audiences and puncture smugness about human injustice.” 
Discrimination is his special cause. He participated with 27 other 

¢ 
Episcopal priests in the 1961 "Prayer Pilgrimage" and later took part in 


six more trips in the deep South. . One of them involved a 10-hour sit-in 
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at a segregated restaurant on the campus of the University of the South. 
Father Boyd is also national field representative of the Episcopal 

Society for Cultural and Racial Unity (ESCRU). ESCRU's Washington 

Chapter is among the sponsors of the play series; the others are the 


Presbyterian Interracial Council; the Catholic Interracial Committee; 


and the Fellowship of the Committed of the United Church of Christ.
